CHINESE IMMIttBATION. 


The telegraph announce!! that the 


Supreme Court of the Uflited States 
•will render a decision to-day in what 
is known as the Chinese Immigra- 
tion case. The question involved is 
whether the State has the right to 
pass laws regulating immigration. 
The opinion of the Court is that the 
law of California which forbids the 
immigration of improper 
persons 


from China is in contravention 
of the laws of the United States, 
nrcl is therefore a nullity.

COMMERCE' STREET. 


Meeting at East Oakland Saturday 


Night—No Satisfactory Result 
Attained. 


The following report of the meet- 


ing at East Oakland on Saturday 
niglit, of thp property owners to be 
affected by the said improvement, 
has been furnished for publication. 
The TRIBUNE'S reporter was 
not 


present: 


On motion, V. S. Noi-they was 


called to the Chnir. After a few re- 
marks by that gentleman, Thomas 
Eager was called upon to explain the 
bill, before the Legislature, in rela- 
tion to said work. After explaining 
that the bill called for the opening 
and grading of a street 100 feet wide, 
from the northern line, of the right 
of way of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company, to the northern 
boundary liue of the city of Oak- 
land ; that said street was to bo known 
as Fourteenth avenur, and that a 
sewer of sufficient size to drain tho 
water shed was to bo built therein; 
that the cost of sewer and street 
would be about §100,000, and that it 
would be paid with money secured 
by the bale of bonds to be issued by 
the city, said bonds to be payable in 
twenty years, and to draw interest at 
tho rate of eight per cent, per an- 
num, 
all payable in gold coin; that 


said interest was to be paid by the 
real estate within the water shed by 
a 
tax 
levied 
thereon for that 


purpose, 
and 
in 
the 
tenth 


year one-tenth of the bonds issued 
were to be redeemed by a tax on 
said property, and that one-tenth of 
said bonds were to be redeemed in 
like manner each year thereafter. 
He said that he was in favor of the 
project. That the real estate in said 
water shed as per assessment roll of 
last year was of the value of 8400,- 
000, 
and that it would be more valu- 


able in ten years. That the sewer 
was already a work of necessity, and 
that the cost of the work would bo 
comparatively trifling. 


The bill being called for on mo- 


tion, Lucas Larue read the same. 
After which, J. C. Plunkett argued 
against the bill becoming a law. He 
said that the sewer was a. necessity, 
but that it was not necessary to have 
a street 100 feet wide, in which to 
lay a five foot circular sswer, the 
size suggested by the City Engineer. 
That the cost of the work would be 
about jj'200,000. That the interest 
each year on $200,000 worth of bonds 
at 8 per cent, per annum, would be 
810,000. That the value of the real 
estate in the water shed was §400,- 
000. 
That to raise said §10,000 


it would bej necessary 
to 
tax 


said 
property 
at 
the 
rate 


of 
Si on 
the 
8100; that said 


property would have to pay taxes as 
follows' for ten years, viz.: State 
and county tax; the regular city tax, 
and the tax at four per cent, to pay 
said intercut. That at the end of 
ten years the said real estate would 
be worth about 81,000,000, and that 
the tax to pay one tenth of the bonds, 
1. e., 82,000,000 would be at the rate 
of 82 onthe8100of value; that that 
tax, 
with tax for the interest, would 


be very burdensome in addition to 
the regular taxes; that property 
owners who had improved their 
streets should not be compelled to 
build streets for others; that the 
street would open a thoroughfare to 
Larue's wharf, at the foot of the 
street, and that said wharf which 
would be 
improved 
more than 


any 
otht r 
piece 
of 
property 


would not have to pay cue cent to- 
wards defraying the expense. Thiit 
a one hundred foot street was not 
necessary, but tnat the sewer was, 
and that the right of way for a sewer 
alone could be cbtained for less than 
835,000. 


V. S. Northey followed and made 


a very long speech in favor of the 
passage of the bill. 


Messrs. Asa Howard, Hollidayand 


George Chase spoke against the bill. 
The following resolution was intro- 
duced : 


Jtesolreii. That it is the sense of 


this meeting that the bill for the 
opening and sewering of Fourteenth 
a\ enue should not become a law. 


It was moved and seconded that 


said resolution be adopted. 


Without putting the question the 


chairman entertained amotion to ad- 
journ. A majority of the property 
holders seemed opposed to the pas- 
sage of the bill as it now stands.
